A page has been very recently turned 
which to most minds throughout the 
wide world will be looked forward and 
up to as one of the greatest and grand- 
est of history, namely "Victory Day." 
A day set aside in coniemoration of the 
Allies' victory in arms over Germans and 
their associates; a day famous because 
an Armistice had been signed by these 
nations, a day whieh undoubtedly 
brought joy to millions of hearts and 
homes, and a day which undoubtedly 
will bo celebrated as any calendar day 
of the years to eome, and lastly one 
which will be made not only the na- 
tional but international holiday. 

It is a well known fact, as it had 
national publicity that the President 
also Gov. MeCall issued a proclamation 
requesting employers and employees 
throughout the Comonwealth to refrain 
from any and all work except that 
which was absoltuely necessary; that all 
might be privileged' to show the proper 
spirit in celebration of Victory Day. 

The Hull Independent Association 
passed a vote at a recent meeting, crit— 
ciring and condemning the aetion of the 
superintendent of street for permitting 
men and a team of the street depart- 
ent to work on the highway on this day. 

Had the work they were doing been 
of a necessary nature this letter no 
doubt would have been one of approba- 
tion, but as we have not as yet had any 
shells from those T5 mile German guns 
land on Beacon Road thereby causing 
great craters which would endanger the 
lives of the travelling public, Victory 
Day of ail days was rather inopportune 
on-which to tote a tar kettle aud a load 
of sand around so as to make superficial 
lepair, whieh could have been made any 
time- 
It seems fair to draw this conclus- 
ion that when 5000 men could lay. down 
their tools and material, walk out of a 
plant, like the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Co. an industry which has been hustling 
day and night for mqnths so as to get 
out required work, that they might show 
their spirit in honor of the day; we of 
the Town of Hull could despense with 
a few minor repairs to our highways 
for one day at least. 

It is possible that our able Superin- 
tendent of Street did not consider or 
realize the step he was taking when he 
sent his erew of men out to their work,

C0A.SSET HERO DEAD. 



Vietory day was celebrated Nov. 12, 
the day after the signing of the armis- 
tice, in a way to make the citizens of 
Cohasset feel that the vigor in which 
everything connected with the late war, 
(buying of Liberty Bonds, War Savings 
Stamps, Red Cross Work, Food Admin- 
istration and Conservation, Assistance 
to families of those in Service by advice 
or otherwise), had been prosecuted was 
not, even on such short notice to fall be- 
low the standard and the old town did 
herself proud by her splendidly planned 
and carried out celebration. 

Ae two-thirty o'clock the sehool chil- 
dren, who number approximately 500, 
gathered at the Osgood School Building, 
and lead by Supt Harry Lowey, Chair- 
man of Sehool Committee Geo. Jason, 
Jr., and also each grade accompanied by 
its teacher, they marched to the head of 
the Common, where so many gatherings 
of interest and importance in the town's 
history have taken place during the 
past few years, especially, and there 
they met and consolidated with the 
Cohasset State Guard No. 38, Red Cross 
Workers, Boy Scouts and Quincy Italian 
Band. These together with tliose who 
had relatives hi the Service, and at the 
rear any hi town who wanted to march, 
made a grand showing as they wended 
their way up North Maiu St., to Ripley 
road to Depot Court, South Main, Elm 
street, Main again to Common. As they 
passed the Fire engine station at the 
Cove, the bell in the tower was rung 
with clarmorous joy and the sircu on 
the truck shrieked in an unsurpassed 
vehemence of wild and weird melody, 
Amid this clamor, tho Kaiser hung sus- 
pended o'er the station door, defeated 
and humiliated among his American 
victors. Arriving ot the Common, Rev. 
Fr. Carney of St. Anthony's church gnve 
a splendid address, for Fr. Carney i» an 
orator of no mean repute, telling why 
America lias cause to feci especially 
proud of what she has achieved In so 
short a time, and to a certain extent of 
the part the American troops, among 
some of whom have been our Cobasiiei 
boys, have taken in these last months 
ol the War. Tbe Bund rendered stirring 
ulcetlons and late in the afternoon the 
crowd wended its way homwiird, having 
b«eu warnd by Chairman of Selectmen 
Hurry G. Mapes to bu on hand by 0.30 
In the evening when a huge pile would 
be lighted In the centre of tho Pond. 

Between 0.30 and 7.30, people begun 
to arrive again j the pile was burning 
hrihkly, tur barrels wore being burned 
on ilio side streets ucur where the St. 
John bam stood, and people were hi 
'» guy, good-humord mood. After a 
time thy all took their way to the front 
of Town Hall whine a procession made 
up about the hhiiiu u* In the afternoon, 
formed and bended by the CJulucy Itnlluu 
Blind, marched round tho Common one* 
mid n hnlf, coming In onto the green at 
the flnUli to rostrum where H*v. L. Ji 
UoHWorth of Bucehwood gave u splendid 
euuiprslieuklvu address of fine Hfiiltl- 
incut and practical mlvlse as to our con- 
duct uh regard* tho War, even now It 
\n nominally over.

9n.ee more Cohasset has been called 
to yield up one of her sons in sacrifice 
in the greatest war the world has ever 
known, and once more a mother, known 
and loved in our township, is trying to 
bo brave and cheerful while her heart in 
breaking with the anguish of losing her 
beloved son, realizing that he died the 
monc glorious death one can die, when 
he gave his life in service for his coun- 
try and that freedom, justice and dem- 
oency maybe maintained still on the 
ear r h and unborn generations rise to 
be* j those who gave it to them for a 
herbage. Herman Edward Daley, son of 
Mr and Mrs. Bartholemew Daley of 
Pliant St. was struck down as It r» 
tc\. ,rted by boys writing home, on the 
tied of battle,Oct. 14th, when the last 
dri\ 3 was made and the St. Mihiel sec- 
tor cleaned out, being struck In the necJc 
with a piece of shrapnel and dyying a 
few hours later. He is the fourth young 
man from Cohasset to die in service, 
the other thre perishing on the battle- 
fields or soon after, from wounds re- 
ceived there. He was born June 2D, 
1805 ; and on July 30, 1917, enlisted in 
the -101 engineers — 1st Corps Cadets— 
qualifying for service from there. Be- 
fore that he had worked at his trade 
as painted with Mr/ Harry N Lincoln, 
Painter, and also with Adams Express 
and at the Naval Magazine in Hinghain, 
after attending High sehool. While 
overseas, he fractured his anklo and con- 
tracted scarlet fever whicft put him into 
the hospital from Dec. 27, 1017, to Feb. 
1916. On his way back to rejoin his 
regiment, he was fortunate enough to 
have a chance to visit Paris and see the 
Eiffel tower, the Bastile and other 
points of interest. 

Herman was especially fond of history 
and travel and Jiad seen considerable in 
his native land before going across. On 
Oct. r>, the last letter was received by his 
parents saying he had been in hard 
tighti . g since Sept. 12th and as a mem- 
ber the 101st engineers, he had of 
cour4p taken part in ail the' big drives 
He hr d received two service- stripes. Of- 
8c ^port from Wa^bjpg ton of his 
i^Kiirf trrreiioS,' Sal- 
iay mght, Nov. 9th. 
Her nan was a genial lad, a good 
stoiT ilpller, jolly and yet of a nature 
whie"ri -was true blue, right through. He 
disli'fced pretense and ostentation and 
felt/ono should prove oneself and others 
by iine standard, and that, — real worth. 
He wade many friends and was espec- 
ially, liked by the boys of his regiment. 
He is survived by his parests, three sis- 
ters, Mrs. George Morris, Mrs. Roy 
Cham.', Miss Mildred baley, two brothers, 
John Daley and Alfred Daley. Two own 
cousins are also in service one in 301st 
enginee-sjone in Canadian forces, other 
relatives i other regiments, one in Co. 
K. 101st Infantry. 

In one of the many letters bis mother 
has received from him only two small 
bits being cut out by the eensor from 
the stack, which shows what a good 
soldier he was, because ho knew how to 
keep government affairs to himself, was 
a pressed poppy from the poppy fields 
of France, and "he sleeps there," says 
his mother, "among them." So it seems 
especially appropriate to bring this tes- 
timonial to tho Cohasset boy who fell 
in battle so short a time before the 
close of the war, to a close by the ex- 
quisite poem: 

"If ye break faith with us who die." 
In Flanders fields the poppies blow, 
Between the crosses, row on row, 
That mark our place; and in the sky 
Tho lnrks, still bravely singing, fiy, 
Scarce heard amid the guns below. 

We are tho Dead. Short days ago 
Wo lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow, 
Loved and were loved, and now we lie 
On Flanders fields. 

Take up our quarrel with tho foe; 
To yon from falling hands wo throw 
The toreh; be yours to hold It high 
If yo break faith with us who dlo 
We shall not sleep, though popples grow. 
In Flanders fields.

THRILLING RAID 
OVER HUN TOWN 



London. — American bombing squad- 
rons are now bombing the Rhine val- 
ley along with the British. The Yank 
pilots and observers, like their breth- 
ren of the royal air force, enter into 
this "sport" with the same spirit that 
lias made them famous on the baseball 
diamond or football gridiron of their 
own American colleges. 

A young American aviator hn9 Just 
told of a trip over the German lines 
«yid back behind Into German territory. 
The formation in which the American 
Irmea flew consisted of 11 big bomb- 
lag machines, each of which carried 
1,600 pounds of high explosives, three 
machine guns and three men. This 
was the boy's story: 

'After I had tried the guns on my 
machine, checked the bombs, made 
sure everything was ship-shape, aad 
put a couple of little bombs Into a 
small bag beside me, I started my en- 
gine. The big motors growled away, 
waiting for the starting flash. Soon 
the signal came and we were off. 
For twenty mlautes we combed, un- 



j til the enrth was Just a black blot. An- 
other twenty-five minutes and we were 
over the trenches, with the searchers 
groping about in the mists below us. 
The big guas crashed away eoat.nu- 
ously, and we couid see the explosions 
from where we soared high above 
them. No sooner bad we crossed the 
lines than tbe Germans started firing 
at us with their anti-aircraft guns. 
Once a German searchlight got right 
on us with its beam of light. We fired 
a couple of rounds of machine-gun 
Are at the Germans who were manning 
the searchlight, and It went out. 

"Far below us we couid see tbe 
lights of a locomotive. Finally we 
reached our objective. Accordlag to 
plan, we throttled our motors and

gilded toward the earth to get nearer 
our target. It seemed curiously unlet. 
Then suddenly the earth seemed to 
open below us. Seventeen searchlights 
were turned on us by the Germans, 
and their shafts 'of light swept all 
about us. The nntl-alrcmft guns 
mnde a wall ahead of ns. The hlgh- 
exploslve shells burst on every side 
of us, and the greea-fire balls swayed 
and splraled as they tried to set us on 
tiro. The American machines went 
Ptraki,.'lit on, with never a waver or a 
turn, There were so many crashes 
that - - thought more than once that we 
We kept st might on. 
Amid Blinding Rays. 
Suddenly one of the Germaa 
ttenrchllghts got us and the rest of the 
seventeen threw nround ns with a sud- 
denness that made their concentra- 
tion feel like a blow. We fired our 
machine guns until the tips of the 
red and the glow be- 
creep up the barrels. Tbe 
teen beums were on ns, al- 
plunged and side-slipped 
desperate way. We let go 
the bombs when we were right over 
the mnrk. The aatlalrcraft shells 
were getting evea closer than ever 
and the mnchlne was hit time nnd 
agnln, though not In a vital spot. Why 
we were not literally blown out of 
the air I do not know. After we were 
well over the mnrk and had dropped 
all our bombs we discovered one 250- 
pound bomb which had caught fnst 
in the rack and failed to drop when 
released. Consequently we swuag 
back on a second run and when we 
were over the place which we had j 
bombed we let go the last bomb nnd 
scored a direct hit far below. 

"We went home nt a high speed. 
We crossed onr own trench lines at 
about 3,000 feet np, snw soiae famll- 
Inr landmarks, headed for our own I 
airdrome, fired our signal nnd got 
tbe naswer. A few minutes later we 
had landed. A glance over the ma- 
chine saw two big tears in the side 
of the fuselage and many holes In | 
the wings. 

"But we had done a splendid bit of | 
bombing, nnd such damage as onr ma- 
chine had suffered was by no means 
difficult to repnlr."

PRISONERS ARE 

BADLY TREATED 



London. — A corporal la the Lincoln- 
shires, who was takea prisoner in 
j-is>_ [AMU- ^lT, nncl who succeeded In es- 

June, 1918, has givea a very interesting 
account of his experiences. He Is a 
man of the highest character and bis 
story Is, therefore, worthy of credence. 

ne was captured April 11, 1917, near 
Algicourt, and was at first taken to 
the German headquarters, behind tbe 
Hue. He was questioned, but refused 
to give any information. He was 
then sent to a working party behind 
the German lines nt a place called 
Mnretz, and was employed on a rntioa 
dump. The party was about 16 kilo- 
meters from the line; they could see 
the British shells bursting a mile or so 
away, but the corporal never heard of 
aay casualties among the prisoners. 

There wns a commandant la charge 
of the enrap, and the second la cora- 
mnnd was a feldwcbel. Both these of- 
ficials treated the prisoners very bndly. 
The first dny that they were In enmp 
the commandant came, and the feld- 
webel shouted "Achtuhg." The men 
did not know what he meant and did 
not therefore spring to attention, ns 
they should linve done. The feld- 
webel thereupon struck them with a 
whip. The sentries also treated them 
very badly. 

Picks Up Food— Shot. 
When the prisoners were returning 
from work the Frenchwomen used to 
1 throw them food nnd other things. The 
men knew that It was forhldden to

Tbe treatment nt Mlnden was not 
bad, and In this respect it differed 
from the food, which was very bad 
Indeed. A flve-pouad loaf of binck 
brend wns divided among 13 mea ; this 
was their bread ration for the dny. 
They had coffee in the morning nnd a 
thin, watery kind of soup nt noon. 
Once a week they lmrl fish and n small 
quantity of potatoes. At 0:30 In the 
evening they hnd whnt they called 
"sandstone." It wns just like eating 
sand. Sometimes they had ground 
mnl7.c, and one night out of three they 
hnd coffee. 

Works In Munition Factory. 

From Mlnden the corporal went on 
a working party to Hattlngton, where 
he remained three weeks. He wns 
working In n munition fnctory, unlond- 
lng Iron nnd coal, but the prlsoaeis 
had nothlag to do with tbe machinery. 
There were ten Englishmen In the 
working party, 44 Russians aad four 
Frenchmen. The treatmcat was not 
good, and the work wns very hnrd. 

At the beginning the guards over 
the prisoners were soldiers, but during 
the last four months that the corporul 
was In Germany they had been re- 
placed by elderly cLvlllaas. The guards 
told the prisoners that there had beea 
riots In Berlin Just nftpr Christmas, 
1917, and several people had heen shot. 
The gunrds suid that ail the best men 
had goae and that It was shameful to 
think of the kind of men that they 
were using In the army. 

As has already been said, this cor- 
poral Is a particularly Intelligent man. 
Me Is quite ready to admit good treat- 
ment when good treatment lias been 
given to him. nnd he has contented 
himself with giving the bare facts of 
the case without comment.

With the French Army in Chnm- ' 
pagne.— Detachments of engineers 
from General Gonmud's array '» px_ 
ploring the region from ^Iilch the 
Germans have been driven In tills sec- 
tor have discovered in many villages 
evidence of the method hy which the 
destrnctloa of dwellings, churches nnil 
other public buildings was organized.

Orders for tbe burning of Jnnvilie, 
a large village in the Valley of the 
Itetourne, arrived on the dny of evacu- 
ation. Tho people pleaded with the of- 
ficers to spare their homes, hut the 
torch was pnt to every house. The 
village was one vast brazier when the 



French entered It. Mont St. Rcmy 
shared the same fate. 

At Neiivllle, where a villager Im- 
plored that his home might be spared, 
an ofilcer replied : 

"I know It is an Ignoble task, but 
snch ure our orders." 

Chatelet, Allncourt. Blgnlcourt and 
Ville-Sur-Retourne were partly saved 
because the French troops pressed the 
Germans there so closely that the sap- 
pers left behind to do the work were 
surprised. Some of these men fled be- 
fore they could set off the mines which 
had been prepared. Others were cap- 
tured. 

It hns been necessary from French 
sappers aad miners to explore the cel- 
lar of every house remaining Intact In 
thin region. Under most of them 
mines have been found. Mouths of 
wells were so mined that explosions 
would All them with rock and earth.

the International Association of Fish 
nnd Game Commissioners recently, 
stated that In the above number <1,573 
were known to be does and 2^30 
bucks. During the winter of 1916- 
1917, he said, there were about 50,000 
deer In the state, where no does and 
only bucks with horns three Inches 
long are allowed to be killed. This 
year, he continued, every holder of 
a hunting license will be required to 
report the amount of game killed dur- 
ing the season.

SAVE MEAT 

I _AND FATS 

Program to Fulfill Next Year's Ship- 
ments Abroad Demands Exercise 
of Strictest Economy at Home. 

Each person In Massachusetts must 
reduce by one pound each week the 
amount of meat and fats he has usual- 
ly eaten If the State Is to bear Its 
share In making good the pledge given 
by the United States to the Allies that 
2,600,000 tons of meat and fats 
would be sent them during the cur- 
rent year, says Henry B. Endlcott He 
made the statement while talking 
about the new Home Card, designed to 
enlist housewives for further support 
of the food conservation movement. 

The saving which the people are 
asked to make, said Mr Endlcott, will 
run through all kinds of meats, but- 
ter, pork, fats, dairy products and 
some kinds of oils. 

"That 2,600,000 tons Is a stupendous 
order," he said. "It's a larger order 
than the undertaking to send 10,000,- 
000 tons of breadstuff s. It's four 
times as much as we ever used to ex- 
port and a million tons more than a 
year ago; and yet we ought to bave at 
the end of the year flocks and herds 
as large as now — larger If we work It 
right 

"If this order was filled In the Ger- 
man way, an edict would be Issued 
and soldiers would go about In squads 
driving away perhaps one-fifth of all 
the cattle and hogs, to be paid for In 
•scraps of paper." 

"That Is not our way. Tbere will 
be no requisitioning by the United 
States, no looting of market places 
of the people's substance, no strip- 
ping of the civil population until their 
ribs are bare, no slaughter of dairy 
cattle until children's legs are pipe- 
stems. It will be given voluntarily by 
us. 

•-This is one of the elements of 
the new food program which will 
soon be Issued In the new Home Card 
to Use American people. It Is an erifcr- 
mous program; but It is to be carried 
out by a great people with a mighty 
wiU." 

The number of squashes grown on 
the farms of the State this season has 
been so many that if they were heaped 
on one spot they would form a re- 
spectable-sized mountain of food, ac- 
cording to Wilfred Wheeler, commis- 
sioner of agriculture In discussing 
the crop reports of the State. He 
added that the quality of the vege- 
table is much above that of former 
years, due to the favorable weather 
during the summer for ripening. 
"Squash or this season is more tasty 
than the highest grade of sweet pota- 
to," he said. 

"Despite the fact that we have been 
showered with a plentiful and rich 
supply of this foodstuff," Mr. Wheeler 
continued, "little use as yet has been 
made of it. Tons still lie on the 
hands of the farmers, while other 
tons are consuming space In store- 
houses with no prospect of distribu- 
tion. 

"The consumer is not taking ad- 
vantage of the situation. The price 
Is at a bargain figure. Squash Is Ideal- 
ly adapted to canning and drying and 
uncut It will keep fresb a long time. 
Instead of buying a piece at a time. I 
believe the housewife should do well 
to purchase several heads and put 
them up for her family. Preserved, 
the vegetable can be used for a va- 
riety of purposes, from pie-filling to 
a table side dish. By purchasing now, 
both the consumer and producer will 
be benefited for If no action \a taken 
the stock will gradually spoil and the 
price automatically rise." 

In or^er that the consumer shall get 
a fair deal In buying, squash today 
was plkced on the Fair Price list by 
tbe Statu Food Administration. 

In commenting upon a Washington 
despatch which Intimated a larger 
percentage of wheat In tbe baking of 
bread alter January 1, Henry B. Endl- 
cott, state food administrator cau- 
tioned the publie "not to rely on possi- 
bilities but to accept tbe food situa- 
tion as it now exists and continue 
to conserve." 

Sugar allowance to consumers, both 
In the home and In public eating 
places of the State, have been In- 
creased to three pounds a person a 
month. A month's supply. Instead of 
one of two weeks, as bad been con- 
templated, will also be allowed. There 
will be no Increase in tbe allotments 
to oakeries or manufacturers. 

Grocers, hotels, restaurants and 
clubs who already bave received 
their certificates for November and 
who bave a sufficient stock of sugar 
on hand can operate under the new 
ruling Immediately. Those not hav- 
ing November certificates will receive 
them as soon as possible. All gro- 
cers will be sent additional certlflca'es 
to cover the Increase. 

In those communities where a local 
sugar card Is In use readjustment In 
the allotments Is authorized by whioh 
tbe consumer will be allowed three 
pounds. 

Henry B. Endlcott, food administra- 
tor, In announcing the new ruling said 
that a Urge factor In bringing about 
this ehangfl was the response of the 
consumers to hi* requost several 
months ago when he made the roqmrt 
that they conserve to the utmost.

MASSACHUSETTS WILL MAKE 
HER PROMISE TO PERSHING 
ON THANKSGIVING 

On Thanksgiving each member of 
every family In Massachusetts will be 
asked by the Postmaster to buy an 
additional War 8avlngs Stamp. The 
names of these purchasers win be for- 
warded to the State House of Boston, 
tabulated and sent overseas to General 
Pershing. 

This plan has three objects in view. 
One, to assure General Pershing that 
the citizens In Massachusetts appre- 
ciate the need of "continued support 
for him and his troops in the trying 
period before Peace Is actuaUy signed. 

Second, that they want to express 
In a tangible way their deep gratitude, 
and 

Third, to lift Massachusetts out of 
its unenviable position of 45tn ^ tne * 
list of states In the sale of War Sav- 
ings Stamps. 

Massachusetts' quota for 1918 Is 
$78,000,000. So far only $20,000,000 
bave been pledged and sold. The re- 
maining $58,000,000 must be raised 
before January 1st, 1919 if Massachu- 
setts is to maintain her proud record 
established In everything the Govern- 
ment has so far asked. 

Special arrangements have been 
made for the names of purchasers of 
War Savings Stamps in this drive for- 
warded immediately to France, so that 
they will reach General Pershing by 
Christmas morning.

"Somewhere in France" 

Dear Dad: 

Everything is going well with us and 
I am sure what you read in the Glolie 
each night is good news to on. The Al- 
lies are driving hard on all fronts, giv- 
ing the "Dutchmen" no rest or a chance 
to build up any resistance. 

In the Balkans the English troops aru> 
doing excellent work and once again 
that noble little Belgian Army is strik- 
ing at Ypres. 

One would never realize we had so 
man men under arms. I have met fellows 
from every state in the union. I think. 
Our big guns are active now and 1 know 
right well some of the shots have been 
rcct hits. 

Not long ago when our company was 
chasing the Boche at the battle of Marne 
we came to a halt at midnight on tlie 
side of a hill. It was a dark night and 
far in the distance we watched great 
flaws of light illuminate the sky. This 
action went on all night. It was the 
Boehes setting Are to ammunition 
dumps valuables in their Iiastv retreat. 

That night we laid in the open field 
and used our packs for pillows and our 
own slickers for blankets. 

Tlie next morning at Ave we went to 
the bottom of teh hill and took our 
place along the embarkment of a rail- 
road track. On the other side of the era- 
.bankment the Bodies were shelling but 
w never moved a muscle. 

Pretty soon two batteries of six inchse 
went into position and silenced the 
Boche artillery. We were waiting in 
reserve and we expected* orders any 
minute to advance. The 102nd and 
104th and our first and second battal- 
ions were engaged at that moment. It 
was in this scrap that Eddie Fay. one of 
Wakefield fellows who was at Revere, 
Was killed. 

At 3 A. M. in the morning, orders 
came from Major Foley to start. It was 
drizzling rain and it meant no break- 
fast. Such is life in war times. We ad- 
vanced but did not encounter any Boche, 
Ihey had retreated again. Their artil- 
lery fell all around us and it was at 
this point that a shell struck Captain 
Leahy of Lawrence. As he fell back 
mortally wounded his last words were, i 
"The command is forward 1 See the 
boys through, Lieut. "Hanson."* Those ' 
words I am sure will rank in history [ 
side hy side with the other historical j 
sayings.

"Chesterton Junior" advocated giving 
our English friends the Vight to say 
what shall be done with\the Kaiser. 
His letter letter was written Nov. 10 
and Nov. 11 James W. Gerard, former 
ambassador to Germany, in an im- 
promptu address before a theatre au- 
dience in New York advocated extradi- 
tion for former Emperor William of 
Germany from Holland and has trial in 
England on the charge of murder for 
which he had been indicted there.

SAW SOME GOOD IN GERMANS 



Mark Twain Would Not Admit That 
All Manhood In the Land of the 
Hun Waa Dead. 

Probably no other foreigner has 
ever been no popular In Germany aa 
the Amerlcnn philosopher, Marie 
Twnln; yet Mark understood his Ger- 
ninny, Just at he understood Busala, 
although of the czar's dominions he 
• hnd only the tripper's knowledge he 
picked up with the shipload of pre- 
Cook's tourists that he Immortalized 
In "Innocents Abroad.** 

In his "Connecticut Ynnkee In 
King Arthur's Court," Twain wrote : 

"There It was, you see. A man la 
a man, at bottom. Whole ages of 
abuse and oppression cannot crush 
the mnnhood clear out of hlra. Who- 
ever thinks It a mistake Is himself 
mistaken. Yes, there Is plenty of 
good enough ranterial for a republic 
In the most degraded people that ever 
existed — even the Russians; plenty of 
manhood In them — even the Germans 
— If one could but force It out of Its 
timid and suspicious privacy; to over- 
throw snd trample In the mud any 
throne that ever wns set up nnd any 
nobility that ever supported It. We 
should see certain things yet, let us 
hope nnd believe. First, a modified 
monarchy, till Arthur's days were 
done, then the destruction of the 
throne, nobility abolished, every mem- 
ber of It bound out to some useful 
trade, universal suffrage Instituted, 
nnd the whole government placed In 
the hands of men and women of the 
nntlon, there to remain. Yes, there 
was no occasion to give up my dream 
yet n while." 



COAL PYRITE IN EXPLOSIVES 

Iowa Geologists Investigate Coal Fields 
for Needed Mineral, With 
Excellent Results. 

An Investigation of pyrlte, nn essen- 
tial material In the manufacture of 
high explosives. Is being made In the 
coal fields of Iowa under the direction 
of Denn George F. Kny of the Uni- 
versity of Iown, who Is director of the 
Iowa geological survey. High explo- 
sives are made with the aid of sul- 
phuric ncld, which in turn Is mndo 
chiefly by roasting pyrlte, popularly 
known ns "fool's gold," Hence the 
mineral Is In great demnnd. 

For many yenrs pyrlte for acid pro- 
duction hns been Imported from Spain, 
states Doctor Kny. Hut In order to save 
the ships for more urgent uses, the 
shipping board has sharply reduced the 
Import of pyrlte. The domestic produc- 
tion of the mineral must then bo un- 
usually lnrge, he declares. 

New York, Virginia, Georgia, South 
Carolina and Alnbnmn have pyrlte 
mines, and Illinois nnd severnl other 
8tntc»8 nre producing n small tonnage 
from coal mines. Many hundred thou- 
urcqulckly available from 
conl mines, snys tlfc> state geologist, If 
the government's explosive program re- 
quires It. 

The method of preparing coal pyrlte 
for shipment to ncld plants Is simple 
and cheap. The "sulphur balls" must 
be separated from adhering conl, and 
be crushed, washed nnd screened Into 
lump nnd fine sizes. Conl miners are 
willing to lond pyrlte, nnd the opera- 
tors to hoist und ship It, If war Indus- 
tries demand It. '
